Hurt in a Ftglit, 


Patrick Brennan, of Bensalem, is in a 


critical condition at the residence of Wesley 
Bilger, in that township, and Fred Hitman, 
who is responsible for his plight is in jail ot 
Doylestown, where ho was lodged on Mou- 
day evening, by Constable Joseph Vansant 
on a commitment issued by 'Squire Head- 
man. 


35ronnan, Hitman and a man named Gal- 


lagher, spent Saturday night at the Trappe 
hotel, where they drank freely of whiskey. 
Upon leaving tho hotel the trio went to the 
Bilger farm, where Gallagher is employed. 
Where there Brennan and Hitman engaged 
in a quarrel, which ended in a rough and 
tumble fight, and almost cost Brennau his 
life. 


During the struggle Hitman pickw! up a 


spade and felled Brennan with a blow across 
the forehead, the blade of the implement 
laying open the man's flesh to the bone, and 
injuring him terribly. 


Brennan staggered out and left a trail of 


blood behind him, by which he was tiaced 
until he was found lying unconscious at the 
residence of Wesley Bilger. 


Dr. Kirk was habfily summoned and the 


man was carried into the house where his 
injuries were dressed. 


Hitman, the assailant, had become fright- 


ened after seeing the terrible effect of his 
blow, and he rushed upstairs in the house 
trhore the fight occurred and secreted him- 
self in n bed, where he was found by Con- 
stable Vansant, who took him to Hulnie- 
villo and locked him up to await a hearing 
before taking him to Doylestown. 


The kitchen in which the fight occurred 


was found in a dilapidated condition by Mr. 
and Mrs. Bilger, who hurried down stairs 
when the commotion begun. Furniture had 
been broken, the carjct torn up, and 
Brennan'si blood had left stains all about 
the floor. 


Little change was reported in Bronnari's 


condition at 9 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
though it is expected that he will recover 
with careful treatment. 


Since being confined in the jail Ilitnerhas 


acted in a manner that induces his keepers 
to believe that he is not entirely sound men- 
tally. 
He admitted that he struck Brennan 


W'th the spade.

"This offence is serious in its tendencies 


and serious in its consequences. 
It is the 


iir.>t occurrence of the kind that has grown 
out of similar circumstances in this count;' 
for GO years. That many years ago a work- 
ingman was assaulted in much the same 
way. 
Let it be said to the credit of the 


county aud its office]s that from that time 
until the present there has never been a 
repetition of the oifence. 


"The Court is inclined to regard Ihe 


present case in the most favorable light. 
]t 


believes this conviction will have the most, 
salutary effect upon other men who assume 
to take the law into their own hands to re- 
dress wrongs, even though they may have 
suffered from impositions. 
We do not think 


it wise in this instance to inflict the most 
severe punishment. 
The very fact that so 


long a period has intervened between the 
commission of this act and that of former 
years, inclines us to be lenient. But notice 
is ^ivcn now that this is the last time ibis 
Court Wul depend ujion a mild fcenteiice to 
preserve the public peace, where it is dib- 
tui'boii in this manlier. 


''It is necessnry that you should undeigo 


some punishment. 
Public necessity, and 


the welfare and peace of the community de- 
mand it, in order that all men, whether 
suffering under itnagiuery or real wrongs, 
shall distinctly understand that no individ- 
ual or body of men can, with itupuniiy, take 
the law into their own hands, as lias been 
done in this instance."

A Big University Proposed. 


Final arrangements are making for the 


beginning of tha construction of the groat 
American University to be erected under 
supervision of the Methodist Church, in the 
northwest suburbs of Washington.

After all death was tlie most 


natural, and it would be less apt to excite 
the suspicion of the authorities and the in- 
surance people.

zcll lay silent at his feet unable to utter a 
word in self-defence, unable to make an out- 
cry should a murderous blow be struck. So 
it came about, the insurance people now 
believe, that Pitzell was actually killed by 
Holmes, and that it was Pitzcll's real body 
aud-not that of a substitute corpse which 
was found in Pitzell's room and buried as 
Pitzell.

An Old Record SayH That Each Operation 


Go^t a Human Life. 


Professor von TEuienspiegcl .and party 


In delving among tho ruins of nnoiont. 
Tyro unearthed -what seems to have been 
the workshop of an ancient armorer, or 
"waffonschmidt, "with aquantity of sword 
blades in different stages of niunulncturo, 
though badly corroded. 
A copper cylin- 


der, with a oloso fitting tap, was found 
among a pile of dry rotted wood, evident- 
ly tho remains of an arn^hcst, tho brass 
nails and copper bonds ot which had ro- 
tninod their original form. This cylinder 
contained a parchment inscribed in an- 
eiont Syriao characters and in a fulr state 
of preservation. Tho professor pronounced 
it an extraordinary discovery—one calcu- 
lated to east much light upon tho hereto- 
fore mysteries of the ancient cratt of 
weapon making, giving in detail tij 
methods followed in making tho perfect 
Damascus blades.

ward the oast, and then with a quick mo- 
tion pass the same from the heel thereof 
to tho point six times through tho most 
fleshy portion of tho slave's back and 
thighs, when it shall havo becomo the 
color of the purple of tho king.

,Tiu. 0«o •rcmflr nnd ono stroke of tho 
right arm of tho master workman icuovor

It is only the 
genius of teetheticism, tbe genius of the 
emotions, that is generally accompanied 
by unmlstakablo signs of degeneration. 
Swinburne's poems show the mental bias 
of their author, who is described as pecul- 
iar and eccentric. Many of the men who 
have aldod In making the world's history 
were victims of epilepsy, as was Julius 
Cajsar, military leader, statesman and au- 
thor. Many mon of genius have suffered 
from spasmodic and ehorelo movements, 
notably Lenau, Montesquieu, Buffon, Dr. 
Johnson, Santeull, Thomas, Campbell, 
Napoleon and Socrates. 


Suicide, essentially a symptom of men- 


tal disorder, has carried off many a man 
of genius, Including such Immortals as 
Chatterton, Blount, Haydon, Clivo and 
David. Alcoholism and morphinism aro 
now recognized as evidences of degenera- 
tion and have had as victims Coleridge, 
Sheridan, Steele, 
Addison, 
Hoffman, 


Charles Lamb, Burns and many others. 
In men of genius the moral sense is some- 
times obturided or absent. Sallust, Seneoa 
and Bacon were suspected felons; Kous- 
seau, Byron, Forcola and Caresa were 
grossly Immoral, while Casanova, the gift- 
ed mathematician, was a common swin- 
dler.—London Public Opinion.

A Dissecting Room Triumph. 


Every ono knows that tho nerves in the

If 
the cuttle are c,uiet, as they are disposed 
to bo if the weather is pleasant, tho cow- 
boys take turns in tiding around the herd 
to see that none wanders away from tho 
mam body.

ing, when the cattlo get up and onco more 
begin feeding.
